THE TARIFF BILL.

Gexerarn Benexer, the Chairman of the Cowm-

mittee of Ways and Means, made a speech on |

the tariff on Thursday, in which he foreibly
exposed the hnmbug of fres trade. Iu point
of fact mo such thing, in the senss in which
the term is used, exists in civilized countries.
Taxation in some shape is the common lot of
all mankind who have ascendsd above the
lowest stages of barbarism; and all enlight
ened national governments, in apportioning
saxation between native products and im-
ported goods, are influenced by their real or
supposed interests, Great Britain, with all
Her professions of devotion to fres trade, im-
moses on some Amorican products, and espe-
~ially on tobacco, a much higher rate of duty
than Congress ever imposed on any Brilish
product. The present French tariff imposes
on all foreign fabrics an average rate of duty
nearly as high as that which is imposed by
the existing American tariff; and while the
rate of imposts varies thronghont Burops, no
civilized country adwits, duaty free, all the
products of any other independent nation.
Iree trade between distinet governments is a
myth—an impracticable idea—for which there
is not asinglo well-established modern pre-
cedent. The most that has been done any-
where is to establish a partial free list, which
in increased or diminished from rvime to time,
as financial and indostrial exigencies arise,
Freo trade of this kind we have always had,
and nothing more can be reasonably expected
during the present century. The real point

aimed st by the American free-trads
advoeates w  suchh an  arrangement of
the  details of onr tarif as will

promote the intersyts of Great Britasin rather
than those of the Uxjted States, and to con-
code this rl')llll is |;i1|l‘lll" to confesd that the
American people can be gutwitted and be-
trayed in their own Congreng,

It clearly nppears from recent proocsadings
